All ministers were returned except the 
Hon. Nelson Monteith, minister of 
agriculture, who was defeated in South 
Perth by Valentine Stock. In the 
province the Conservatives gained a 
score of seats, and the Liberals seven. 
Hon. A. G. Mackay sustained by a 
majority of 86. In London Hon. 
Adam Beck, father of the power pol- 
icy, was returned by a fiftean hundred 
majority, and the gains in Wastern 
Ontario were principally made in those 
constituences where the policy re- 
ceived the necessary endorsation. 
Toronto was solidly Conservative, four 
new seats remaining with the Con- 
servatives. “Result, Conservatives 87, 
Liberals 17, Indepedents 1, not heard 
from Temiskaming. 


QUEBEC SUMMARY. 


Montreal, June 8.—Returns received 
shortly after midnight indicate that 
the Gouin administration has been 
supported in the elections of at least 
thirty-nine. The latest Liberals show 
5Y Liberals elected to 16 opposition 
members, The latter category inclu- 
ding 14 Conservatives and two Nation- 
alists, while two independent Liberals 
are counted on the Liberal governinent 
side which they will undoubtedly 
support. The net result of the elec- 
tions is that the Gouin government 
will go back, but will have to face a 
much larger and stronger opposition, 
while the Premier will have to return 
with the worst kind of a black eye, in 
that he was defeated in his home 
riding by Mz. Bourassa, who converted

COLD STORAGE GRAFY. 


Sir Frederick Borden’s 
Son-in-law Gets Rake-off. 


During the last week in May 
Commons dis- 
cussed an interesting deal in 
which the Minister of Militia is 
concerned. Sir Frederick some- 
times turns his attention from 
martial pursuits to financial 
operations. Cold storage attract- 
ed his attention two years ago, 
which happened to be abont the 
time when a cold storage subsidy 
act was devised by the Govern- 
ment, of which he is a member. 
Actors in this little drama include: 

Sir Frederick Borden, K.C.M. 
G., M. P., Minister of Militia, 

Hon, Sidney Fisher, Minister 
of Agriculture. 

Hon. William Pugsley, ex- 
Premier of New Brunswick.

Lastly F. I. Williams, a pro- 
minent wholesale provision mer- 
chant gf St. John, who desired to 
establish a cold storage ware- 
house and carry it on as a bus- 
iness proposition. 


A BUSINESS UNDERTAKING. 


» Mr. Williams handles large 
quantities of meats, fish and 
fruit. He first proposed to estab- 
lish a bait freezing and fish 
storing warehouse, similar to 
those receiving Government sub- 
sidies, in Nova Scotia, with the 
idea of adding other cold storage 
plants without public assistance. 
He was told by the Minister of 
Marine that bait freezing could 
only be subsidized as a separate 
enterprise, but that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture had a cold 
storage measure suitable to the 
case. It wasin this year, 1906, 
that Mr. Fisher introduced his 
bill authorizing bonuses of 80 per 
cent. on the cost of cold storage 
plants. 


UP AGAINST A MINISTER. 


This suited Mr. Williams better, 
and he changed his application. 
It is established by the corres- 
pondence that Williams was the 
first to apply. But he soon learn- 
ed that Sir Fred. Borden and his 
son-in-law were rival applicants. 
Mr. Williams was invited to goin 
with them, without control or 
management, but declined and 
pressed his own application on 


as he was only a dealer in pro- 
visions and fruits with practical 
knowledge of the trade and con- 
ditions, he could not hope to 
compete with a Minister who was 
a doctor, and with the Minister’s 
son-in-law, who was an Ottawa 
broker, already engaged in sell- 
ing supplies to the Militia Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Williams could not waste 
time compsting with rivals in the 
Cabinet, against whom he could 
have no chance. So he wrote to 
Mr. Fisher asking whether his 
application was to be considered 
or whether Sir Frederick Borden 
was preferred. Mr.lisher showed 
what he might expect by reply- 
ing: 


SIR FRED.’S APPLICATION. 


‘“‘We have not yet made any 
‘‘prant for the cold storage ware- 
‘‘house in St. John. Sir Frederick 
‘thas made application on behalf 
“fof a company with which he is 
‘connected, and I have viewed 
‘this application very favour- 
ably.’’ 

The Minister declined to make 
any promises without definite 
plans, 

Williams wrote again, asking 
the Minister to irform him plainly 
if it would be worth while to go 
further, and protesting against 
“oiving a grant to a Cabinet

Minister and leaving out the bus- 
iness men who should be the 
proper parties to take up the pro- 
position.”’ This time the Deputy 
replied that William’s application 
would receive due consideration. 
Meanwhile, son-in-law Macoun 
had easy sailing. He engaged as 
manager Mr. Graham who was 
afterwards made President of his 
Company. Mr. Graham took the 
matter up with Hon. Mr. Fisher, 
beginning his letter with the 
statement that “Sir Frederick 
Borden requested me to interview 
you in reference to aid for our 
cold storage propositions at St. 
John and Halifax.’? Mr. Fisher 
was able to tell Mr. Graham at 
once that what he proposed was 
“quite satisfactory.”’ The end of 
it was that the Company with 
which Sir Fred. Borden was 
‘*connected’’ got the subsidy. 


ANOTHER CONCESSION. 


But this was not quite the end. 
The best site in St. John for the 
warehouse was on Government 
railway property. There was a 
lot that the Government had 
bought for $54,000, and on which 
it spent- $4,000 or $5,000 after- 
wards. This was leased for 60 
years to the Macoun Company 


the Minister of Agriculture. But} 


for $250 per year with freedom 
from taxation. 


MR. PUGSLEY’S HEI P,. 


Next came a deal between the 
favoured Company and a New 
Brunswick corporation in which 
Hon. Mr. Pugley, head of the 
Provincial Government, had taken 
a friendly interest. George Mc- 
Avity, Mr, Pugsley’s party man- 
ager in St. John,and the late Mr. 
Trueman, Mr. Pugsley’s former 
law partner, were directors. They 
obtained a guarantee of principal 
and interest on $60,000. The 
McAvity Company andthe Macoun 
Company having a pull with both 
governments were amalgamated. 
They have now a contract with 
the Dominion Government for 
337,500 bonus on the 30 per cent. 
basis, and the Government admits 
that it is considering an increased 
grant, bringing it up to $45,000. 
They have a $60,000 guarantee 
from New Brunswick, and when 
the late Provincial Government 
was turned out of office, it left on 
the record a promise to increase 
it by $30,000. 


APPEAL TO THE PREMIER. 


Mr. Williams appealed to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. He told the Pre- 
mier that he had taken up the 
matter with the Ministerg in 1906, 
had been summoned to Otfawa in 
January, 1907, had there met Sir 
Frederick and his son-in-law,who 
told him that Mr. Fisher had al- 
ready promised them a grant 
under the Act not yet passed,that 
Sir Frederick offered to take him 
in but not on fair terms, and that 
the Minister had boasted ‘‘that he 
would have influence enough to 
have my _ froposition  side- 
tracked.’ 

Williams asked Sir Wilfrid to 
intervene, and said: ‘‘I cannot 
think that you are aware of the 
facts in connection with this 
transaction, or that’ you can 
approve of a Minister of the 
Crown deriving aid from the 
Government for the furtherance 
of the interests of a company in 
which he is so largely interested.’’ 

Sir Wilfrid, who apparently 
had not seen the papers, made 
reply that the Macoun Company 
was the only one which had sub- 
mitted application in proper form, 
that the grant was made without 
regard to persons, and not until 
late in August, 1907. But it was 


in the previous April that Mr,. 


Fisher wrote: ‘‘Sir Frederick 
Borden has made application on 
behalf of a company with which 
he is connected, and I have 
viewed his application very 
favourably’; and it was in Jan- 
uary, 1907, that Williams was in 
Ottawa and met Sir Fred.Borden, 
who, according to Williams’ 
statement to the Premier, boasted 
that he already had a promise of 
a grant and weuld have influence 
enough to side-track Williams’, 


HAPPY MACOUN: 


Sir Fred. Borden now denies 
any financial interest in the exist- 
ing N. B. Cold Storage Company, 
and pleads that his son-in-law 
should not be debarred from 
Government subsidies and con- 
tracts. Mr. Fisher laboriously 
explains that he made a_ bad 
choice of words when he said Sir 
Frederick was ‘‘concerned’’ in 
the proposition. The Minister of 
Militia admits that he had the 
company incorporated which took 
up the subsidized cold storage 
project, but says he has no 
financial interest after the nego- 
tiations with the Government took 
form. Apparently, he transferred 
his financial interest and influence 
to Macoun, who certainly has not 
suffered either in Militia contracts 
or in Government subsidies from 
the fact that his father-in-law is 
Minister of Militia, sits in a 
Cabinet which gives cold storage 
grants, and goes personally to 
the Minister of Agriculture to 
apply for them. 


COULD NOT VOTE THIS DOWN. 


Messrs. Foster, Fowler, Daniel 
Porter, Lennox, reviewed this 
correspondence and other evid- 
ence. On Friday Mr. Lennox 
closed by moving this resolution 
in amendment to supply: 

‘*Ministers of the Crown should 
‘“‘not be connected with assoc- 
‘‘jations or companies seeking 
‘‘contracts, aid or subsidies from 
“‘the Government of which they 
‘fare members.”’ { 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier made an 
unusually weak plea ‘that Sir 
Fred. Borden had not obtained 
contracts, aid or subsidies for 
himself. But the Premier did not 
venture to call his followers to 
vote down the amendment. He 
accepted the amendment, though 
it wags more a vote of want of 
confidence than the Civil Service 
reform motion rejected two days 
before.

Jabots Attractive Means of Fresh- 
ening Up an Old Blouse. 


MODISH STYLES IN NECKWEAR 


Long Jabots Not Universally Becom- 
ing—Short Effects Are More Easily 
Made—Butterfly Bows Arranged as 
a Cascade Very New and Smart, 


When a blouse has lost its freshness 
there is nothing so useful as a jabot 
to give it a new and smart appear- 
ance. 

A good style to follow In making one 
is the jabot which reaches below the 
bust and forms a cascade down the 
center of the blouse. ‘To fashion this

get white wousseline and cut it In two 
strips across the goods. Two are 
enough for the average length. Each 
strip should be about four inches wide. 
Half an inch above the edge run a 
tuck the same depth, and a short dis- 
tance ubove that run anotber a little 
narrower. loll the edge and whip on 
yalenciennes not over balf an fuch in 
width. After this much is accomplish- 
ed have the strip accordion plaited 
and sew it to a double piece of fine 
muslin. At the top of the strip the 
plaited frill should be sewn across and 
then carried down one side and ended 
in a point. 

Wide face and chiffon frilling can be 
bought ready to put on, but if one 
wants something of a little different 


and of really good materials the better | 


way is to make this kind of neckwear 
at home. A washable jabot is a joy 
forever and gives the plainest shirt 
waist or blouse a dressy air. Some of 
the longer jabots of luce or mous- 
seline have the top finished with a 
ribbon bow, often in white and again 
in colors. 

Not every woman will find a long 
jabot becoming. The length should be 
earefully studied by each one, and if 
the short neck frill is more suited to 
her she should forego tbe fascinations 
of those delightful Jong ones which 
reach almost to the belt. The short 
ones are even more easily made than 
the others, aud they tuke so much less 
lace that real pieces can be utilized in 
this way. A very full plaited frill of 
three-quarters of a yard of four inch 
lace is gathered on o strip of sillx tape 
or ribbou an ineb long. 

To adjust Iace so that it forms but- 
terfly bow effects all down the front 
from the throat to the end of the 
jabot is more difficult to achieve, but 
it Is worth the time devoted to its cre- 
ation. In making one of these neck 
pieces It must be borne in mind that 
lightness and daintiness are the effects 
desired. As soon as the fluffiness is 
lost the neck piece looks stiff and hare. 

A becoming bat is quite as important 
as a pretty ueck arrangement, and the 
models illustrated are among the most 
attractive of the spring importations.

The Creamery Question. 


Penhold, May 30th, 1908, 


To the Editor of The News. 


Dear Sir,— Aa I bee the Crea- 
mery business is being discussed 
in your columns, will you kindly 
give space for the following re- 
marks. As regards government 
management of creameries no one 
will dispute that it was a good 
move at the time when everything 
was uncertain. Not many exper- 
ienced dairymen at that date 
would care to venture to put much 
money in a creamery or take his 
chances of finding a market for 
the product at that time. Skilful 
as some of the gov’t officials have 
been, it is doubtful if they would 
have been very successful had 
they begun operations when the 
private creamery first began bus- 
iness. 

In any country, in almost any 
line of business, the first attempts 
are liable to be failures. There 
should be a good opening here 
fora flour mill, yet in a few 
months the Red Deer mill closed 
and has remained closed. There 
ig nothing more uncertain than 
the creamery business. A man 
may put in his cream to-day and 
take it out to-morrow. There is 
nothing binding as to quantity or 
length of time. Was it any won- 
der then that some of the begin- 
ners failed? Under such circum- 
stances it waa wise in the govern- 
ment to lend a helping hand but 
would it not have been equally 
wise for the gov’t to have lent a 
hand to the private creameries of 
that day? To have regulated the 
freight rates, looked up the mar- 
kets, inspected the butter, and if 
need be provided an_ instructor 
and put the business on a sub- 
stantial and healthy basis. 


As it appears by the showing 
of the co-operative men that no 
creamery money goes to Calgary 
or Edmonton to pay gov’t offi- 
cials, that those creameries have 
been spoon fed all these years. 
That being the case they should 
have paid their patrons a higher 
figure per pound than the private 
creameries, but ag I have com- 
pared the statements from the 
gov’t creamery with those from 
the private creamery different 
times I found the private cream- 
ery prices higher, Ido not wonder 
that the private creameries are 
gaining ground. . 

I have been hauling cream toa 
private creamery now for about 
seven years, and the load has in- 
creased fully ten fold, and of all 
the gov’t patrons I have got dur- 
ing that time not oneof them ever 
had their cream rejected by the 
gov’t or any other creamery. 
Having compared the statements 
of the Red Deer Creamery and 
the Trimble Creamery for the 
summer of 1907 I find Mr. Trim- 
ble’s prices considerably higher. 
It follows then thatif the nation 
has to be taxed to advance the 
interests of the co-operative 
creamery it is only fair that the 
gov’t should give an equal share 
in behalf of the private cream- 
eries. Surely the people shall not 
be taxed to help one class of bus- 
iness men at the expense of 
another as it appears has been 
done all these years. 


The Directors of the co-oper- 
ative creameries have sent their 
haulers farther to get the cream 
of a patron of the private cream- 
ery than they would go to get the 
cream of a man who could get to 
no other creamery. What is im- 
portant and which can be easily 
proved is that the private cream- 
ery has done more to get out the 
cregm for the people that were 
not in search of any other cream- 
ery than ever the co-operative 
creameries have done. 


With regard to myself, when I 
first started sending cream there 
was no private creamery so the 
co-operative ‘men had a good 
chance to show the policy they 
would pursue when they were 
master of the situation. It was in 
vain that I urged both of tHe 
haulers to come for my cream. 
They both said I would have to 
haul it to the nearest point where 
their wagon came. As that was 
the state of affairs I found it was 
less time and trouble to take it to 
the creamery at once as there 
was a good trail to the Red Deer 
creamery, but nevertheless I 
had to pay for the hauling as the 
full amount was kept out of my 
cheque. I will gay however that 
the late Mr. H. Cooper out of his 
own goodwill returned a small 
part of the money and said he 
would not have charged anything 
but that the directors compelled 
him to. 

Now why has this question been 
opened up? Itis evident that the 
co-operative men intend to leave 
nothing undone to drive Mr. 
Trimble out of the business. What 
have they against Mr. Trimble? 
Why a great deal. He has made 
them pay the people a good deal 
of hard money they never would 
have paid had he not been there. 
He is going to continue to make 
them hand over the mcney to the 
people, that is their just due, and 
I am sure that every fair minded 
man will say, there is room 
enough in this great country for 
all the creameries we can get. 
So let us wish them all success, 


_|and do all we can to furnish 


cream to make them all a success 
and give us British Fair Play.

~ The Creamery Again. 


To THE EDITOR oF THE NEws., 


Penhold, May 13th, 1908. 
Dear Sir,—I notice in your issue of 
May 6th, a letter written by Mr. 
Trimble on behalf of the private 
creamery, and against the Govern- 
ment creamery. Why should the 
writer rail against any Government 
institution, when he is a staunch sup- 
porter of the Government ? It is just 
here where the rub comes in, and if 
only the farmers would remember 
that it is a co-operative creamery, and 
run for the benefit of the many and 
not the few, it would have many more 
patrons. Iam well aware that no one 
has canvassed for patrons for it, trying 
to make it out as a philanthropic insti- 
tutio, as has been done to my per- 
sonal knowledge with the Trimble 
creamery. It is no less a certain fact 
that proof has not been forthcoming 
of the better price given at the private 
than at the other. We are all well 
aware that if the créamery business 
were all in private hands, as is the 
pork and beef business, we should have 
Mr. Trimble saying as Pat Burns did 
before the Beef Commission, that if 
he shut up shop the West would starve 
in ten days. But there is no fear of 
them shutting up, as they get too good 
a thiug out of it, and most farmers 
have paid too much for their farms to 
lower their value by spoiling the 
creamery business, I have too much 
knowledge of co-operative businesses 
to say anything but the best I can in 
their favour. The North of England, 
yes and the Continent of Europe too, 
has gone ahead wonderfully through 
this movement. True, it took a good 
deal of faith and hard, self-sacrificing 
work to accomplish what has been 
done, but the results justify it, as they 
will in segard to our creamery if every- 
one does his best. I have before me 
now the balance sheet of one co-opera- 
tive society, of which I was one timea 
member, showing a total of 6,214 mem- 
bers—heads of families—and a quarter- 
ly turnover of 500,000 dollars, and there 
are scores of such. The biggest one, I 
believe, is that of Leeds, with its 
50,000 members, The members of those 
societies do not believe in putting their 
money into the pockets of such menas 
Rockfeller and other great millionaire 
thieves, to enable them to defy law 
and government, and to put power 
into their hands that they will abuse. 
The co-operative plan is not “all for 
one,” but all for’everyone. Canada 
will have enough millionaires without 
the farmers giving their cream to 
make them. Mr. Carswell’s letter was 
considered by many to be fair and 
square, and he certainly had not self- 
interest at heart by writing his letter. 
Mr. Trimble's invitation to all us back- 
sliders to join his creamery puts one 
in mind of the old familiar ditty, 
“ Duckie, duckie, duckie, duckie, come 
and be killed.”

Canada’s Destiny. 


Citizen R. C. Brumpton favoured 
the nen’s mass meeting last Sunday 
afternoon at the Baptist church with 
a carefully prepared and compre- 
hensive address upon the above im- 
portant topic. 

The speaker briefly reviewed the 
epoch making times of the past that 
had produced the great Canadian 
Empire of to-day, and had stimulated 
a virile consciousness, He then con- 
sidered the question of independence, 
and maintained that sucha movement 
would prove to be unintelligable if not 
absolutely impracticable. 

An independent Canadian © state 
could not even protect herself, and 
must prove a helpless prize for Europ- 
ean enterprise, American aggression, 
or Oriental exploitation. Because of 
her extensive frontiers, extraordinary 
sea board, and intrinsic, strategic 
value, a Canadian state would inevit- 
ably invite foreign conquest. 

Annexation, Mr. Brumpton did not 
for a single moment entertain. He 
said that no 20th century Canadian 
ever seriously considered for a moment 
such a destiny. While the American 
constitution must be recognized as a 
political masterpiece, the practical 
working out of that constitution was 
very far from being ideal. 

British principles of governmont re- 
main unexcelled in character, and un- 
approachabla as an operating power. 
No solid social, commercial or political 
advantage would accrue to the Can- 


adian nation by being merged into the 


famous constellation of United States. 

There then remained the imperial 
opportunity for closer fellowship with 
the great self-governing British nations 
that comprise the einpire of Edward 
Vil. This alternative was warmly 
recommended by the speaker, Canada 
should enjoy rather increased facilities 
for negotiating with foreign powers, 
and Mr. Brumpton noted the move- 
ment inaugurated by the Mother 
Country herself, encouraging the exer- 
cise of a more definite Canadian in- 
fluence in this direction. 

A centralized and controlling 
imperial parliament was not consider- 
ed practicable as no one council could 
possibly transact the volume of busi- 
ness that would necessarily confront 
them. Each part must govern itself, 
but a common council could meet reg- 
ularly to suggest to each section rules 
and plans for the mutual upbuilding 
of the imposing whole. Matters of 
imperial preference and defence would 
have to be satisfactorily adjusted. But 
Mr. Brumpton believed that the 
British genius would solve every prob- 
lem and conquer every obstruction, 
and finally exhibit to the world the 
spectacla of a world wide federation of 
self-governing \dominions bound 
together by common affections and 
ideas,relying upon imperial armaments 
for protection, and paying homage to 
an imperial Crown. 

The gathering was eminently rep- 
resentative of Red Deer citizenship, 
and the open discussion was bright 
and valuable.

Whitebrush Celebrates. 


The Old Settlers of Whitebrush held 
their annual picnic at the home of Mv. 
Pearson on Empire Day. In spite of 
lowering weather, about 300 people 
were present, and neither the bounti- 
ful repast, the sports, nor the speeches 
were marred by cloudy weather. Mr. 
Harry Hieronymous, the president of 
1908, made a few pertinent remarks 
which are worthy the consideration of 
our local government. officials. He 
said, ‘*The early settlers came into 
this province when everything was 
new. They suffered the privations of 
pioneer life. They lived on about one- 
third what it would have cost them to 
live had they remained where they 
came from. They learned to subsist 
on the products which they could raise 
in Alberta. When they had subdued 
the soil, and succeeded in adaptipg 
themselves to conditions here, sorfie 
Government official comes along and 
says, ‘Here, you people don’t know 
anything. We will give you an ex- 
perimental farm, and teach you how 
to fam ; or we will send around a man 
to lecture, and teach your wives to 
make butter and raise ahiekais. Now 
every farmer believes that if any of 
these Government men had to earn 
their living by. farming an adjoining 
farm, they would starve to death.” 

Mr. Geo. F. Root, Conservative can- 
didiite for the Red Deer Riding, gave 
a brief address. After a fitting tribute 
to the life and character of Queen 
Victoria, he cited the natural resources 
of the province, referred to the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of pioneer 
life, and spoke of the debt of gratitude

expectations of a Batyinal crop, where 
and how are you goitfg to market your 
surplus ?” He contended that the 
most urgent need of our present de- 
velopment was more and better mar- 
kets, and better transportation facil- 
ities. More railroads were desirable, 
but railroads without rolling’ stock did 
not help the farmers. In 1907 the 
railroad did not have anything like 
cars enough to handle the movement 
of the crop, although there was not 
the usual percentage of surplus. He 
contended that nature’s bountiful pro- 
visions of fuel, game, fish. timber, and 
coal was for the settlers of a country, 
and should be administered in their 
interest. He pointed out the need of 
men fighting for good government, 
not With brawn and bullets, but with 
brain and ballots, and concluded a 
eulogy of the land with the advice to 
Albertans to get land and keep it. 

Mr. Roots’ remarks were received 
with hearty applause. There is the 
ring of experience and the quality of 
sincerity in all he says, that wins the 
confidence of his audience. 

Mr. Thompson spoke of what young 
men could do tomakea better province, 
and Mr. Scott and others gave remin- 
iscences of the old days.
